As 
stateil, both factions got what they 
wanted, and onght to be aatlafled. 

The qualiioatloos of voters were 
made as liberal aad wide opea as pus 
sible. The 49BOcracy is under the 
impression that there will lie no re- 
imblicau cainli la.e for con>(ress this 
year, but that tliere will be a populist 
candidate. l lie re|Hiblieaiis will con- 
centrate Iheir slreiit:tli on the popu- 
list, is their opinion, and in order to 
keep as many |>opulists and repuhli- 
< ans as possible out of the chimerical 
combine, tbey prescribed qualifl- 
cationa which oiiens the contest to 
any and everybody. It virtoally 
opena the primary to lepubUeaaa. 

There are perhapa a great many 
little things of which the rank and

These Graves county politicians 
have the credit of having run Henry 
Ceorffe off the track in the last ctm- 
.':i --ioual l aiiipaigu, in order to elect 
W lieeier. Now they want to sac.i- 
lice \S heeU r to elect James, and bv 
the support of his forces, land anoin* 
ination for oae ol their ■oabar aast 
year. 

There is a hot old time promised 
in tbe osmpaign, however, whatever 
may be tbe motivea aad nachlnatiuus 
iif the various parts of tbe political 
machine. The (iraves county men 
aiiioiii: others, clauiored iluriiig the 
a-t I amp ii^n fur U heeler's nuiiiiua 
tlon. 1 liey believed in indoriiu^i? 
()iifirc--niau when lie kept iu line 
with his |iarly. Mr. Ilendrick hai 
not kept iu line with his party, tbey 
reasoned, hut Mr. Wheeler waa com 
plelely in touch with it. Ue onght 
to be Indorsed two or three times, so 
ing as he was loyal to the Chicago 
platform, tbey argued. He has re 
luaiued loyal. But now tbe flckle 
minds of the (iraves county politi- 
•iaiis iiave iiudergune a j<reat cliauj^e, 
tu i they don't think Mr. Wheeler 
ought tu be linlorsed. 

On the other hand, the Wheeler 
men may have to reconcile a few in- 
cunsisteucies, one of which is their 
bold contention that a congressman 
ought not necessarily to be indorse<l.
